A Cabinet officer had let 
fall the wrapping paper from a bundle of 
books. Lincoln borrowed the scrap from 
the’ floor and on it drafted the address 
he read next day. No butcher's paper 
ever held such amazing content. 
Edward Everett was the chosen orator 
Lincoln was trimmings. 
Everett was to speak for his country; 
Lincoln’s words were supposed to be 
casual; his presence sufficient. No one 
was prepared for the outcome. The ef- 
fort of Everett was loudly applauded; 
the address of Lincoln was received in 
silence. Lincoln thought he had failed. 
He did not know he had done anything 
great. 

Everett spoke for two hours; Lincoln 
for two minutes. But Lincoln will speak 
longer! Afterward Everett said he would 


‘feel flattered to know that he had said 


as much in two hours as his chief had 
said in two minutes. The world agrees 
with him. 

Some have criticised Lincoln for using 
the word, “here” too often in so brief a 
period. However, the rhetorician fails to 
catch the spirit that lifts the load of 
heroism from the dead over upon the 
living. This address has been standard 
in weight and measure from that day. 
Some appraise it the greatest word ever 
spoken upon the continent. 

Coolidge’s speech took its logic and 
coloration from Lincoln and projected 
them into Kellogg’s peace plan. It took 
courage of high order to attempt another 
address at Gettysburg. Lincoln left lit- 
tle to be said at the stone wall where the 
high tide of the Rebellion spent itself. 
Coolidge catches the torch of liberty 
from Lincoln and flings it forward—the 
flame of peace!
